shall  be  able  to  quench  all  the  fiery  darts  of  the  wicked. 

And  take  the  helmet  of  salvation,  and  the  sword  of 
the  Spirit,  which  is  the  word  of  God  :  Praying  always 
with  all  prayer  and  supplication  in  the  Spirit. 

My  soul,  be  on  thy  guard  : 

Ten  thousand  foes  arise  ; 
The  hosts  of  sin  are  pressing  hard 

To  draw  thee  from  the  skies. 
Oh,  watch  and  fight  and  pray  ! 

The  battle  ne'er  give  o'er ; 
Renew  it  boldly  every  day, 

And  help  divine  implore. 

Eternal  God  of  love  and  power,  who  givest  courage  to 
the  weak  and  strength  to  the  faithful,  give  us  grace  so 
that  we  may  at  all  times  contend  for  righteousness  and 
justice.  Defend  us  against  every  evil.  Help  us  to  6ght 
the  good  fight  against  every  wickedness,  within  our  own 
hearts  or  in  the  world  around  us.
